Secretary back in Israel 
from Egypt and Syria

Foreign Minister Yigal Allon said in Jerusalem late 
last night he was “pleased” with the first round of the 
Kissinger shuttle. Allon said the American team had 
had a “very useful trip” to Alexandria. 


The Foreign Minister was speak- 
ing to newsmen at the King David 
as several hundred demonstrators 
continued their vigil near the hotel, 
Jerusalem headquarters of the U.S. 
Secretary and his party. 

Allon said Kissinger had agreed 
to remain in Israel today and re- 
turn to Egypt only -tomorrow, in 
order to enable the Israel Cabinet, 
at two sessions today, to exhausti- 
vely debate the state of the nego- 
tiations. 

Allon cautioned that some issues 
remained unresolved, although prog- 
ress had been made. 

The Foreign Minister spoke after 
the israeli negotiating team met 
with the Secretary last night fol- 
lowing his return from Alexandria, 
via Damascus. 

The meeting took place “in the 
vicinity” of Jerusalem — according 
to Some reports at the Holyland 
Hotel. 

Earlier reports that the Secretary 
and his aides were last night 
whisked by helicopter from Een- 
Gurion Airport to a Government 
installation north of Tel Aviv were 
apparently intended as a decoy to 
put demonstrators off the track. 

This morning Dr. Kissinger will 
meet with the editors of the coun- 
try’s daily and evening newspapers, 
at thelr request. At the same time, 
the Cabinet will meet in Jerusalem 
to hear a report from the negotiat- 
ing team on the state of the talks. 

Reports emanating from the va- 
rious capitals involved indicated that 
the remaining major hurdles on the 
way to achieving an accord were: 
@ The new line of separation be- 

tween Egypt and Israel and the 
extent of Egyptian military advance 
eastward, 
@ The use of the road linking 

northern Sinai with Sharm e- 
Sheikh along the Gulf of Suez 
coastal strip (including Abu Rodeis). 
@ The Egyptian demand for the 

establishment of its own ad- 
vance electronic surveillance station 
similar to the Israeli-controlled post 
at Umm Khashba. This issue in- 
volves the question of the scope of 
American presence at these stations. 
American sources yesterday said 
that such a presence might be re~ 
duced to only 4a dozen of non-gov- 
ernmental observers in an apparent 
move to soften congressional oppo- 
sition to U.S. involvement. 

On the plane back from Damascus 
to Tel Aviv last night, a senior U.S. 
official said he thought Syria would 
probably remain “reasonably quiet” 
during the current Israel-Egypt ne- 
gotiations. President Assad seemed 
less anxious than in March, the of- 
ficial said. . 

Contemplating a possible interim 
negotiation between Syria and Israel, 
the official said Kissinger would 


continue using the same process: 
conducting most of the talks through 
preliminary contacts through Wash- 
ington and only shuttling to wrap up 
the talks. He did not say when such 
a negotiation was envisaged. 


Police swing 
at protesters

TEL AVIV. — Police last night 
swung their clubs indiscriminantly 
to disperse demonstrators gathered 
at the Country Club intersection of 
the Haifa-Tel Aviv Road to pro. 
test a withdrawal in Sinai. 

Hundreds of demonstrators 
members of Gush Emunim, Bnei 
Akiva and Betar — were streaming 
toward the crossroads at 11:30 last 
night, but taking care not to ob- 
struct traffic. 

as the demonstrators crowded on 
traffic islands the police moved in 
swinging clubs and hitting innocent 
passers-by, including women and 
youngsters. One policeman swung 
his truncheon at this reporter as he 
was taking notes. Another delibe. 
rately broke the rear window of a 
car parked next to a traffic island. 
its driver standing next to it -- 
without first warning the driver to 
move on. 

A Likud MK, Eitan Livni, who 
was looking on, had his car dented 
by a policeman and was pushed, 
roughly by others. 

The Post asked Sgan-Nitzav Yi- 
gal Marcus, chief of the Dan Region 
police subdistrict, to explain the 
police behaviour. He replied, “they 
were blocking traffic and I gave 
orders to disperse them.” Traffic, 
however, was flowing unobstructed.

Kissinger's trip to Syria was 
preceded by the unexpected arrival 
there of an Egyptian presidential 
envoy, Dr. Ashraf Marwan, who 
said he had delivered a message 
from Sadat to the Syrian president.

In more recent studies 
on cells from mice, he showed that 
in many instances the leukemic cells 
could Indeed be made to develop 
normally when treated with the 
factor. These cells lost their can- 
cerous properties and could not 
produce tumours when injected into 
healthy mice. 

Other leukemic mice, however, 
had white cells which were ap- 
parently unaffected by the differen- 
tation protein, while a third group 
showed partial maturation, as re~ 
flected in specific changes in their 
cell membranes. These results in- 
dicated that mice with apparently 
identical ‘myeloid leukemias in fact 
had different defects in their bio- 
chemistry which brought on the 
disease.

Nordic nations, Austria warn 
UN must not expel Israel 


OLSO (Reuter). —- The five Nordic 
countries — Norway, Sweden, Den- 
mark, Finland and Iceland — said 
yesterday they strongly oppose 
movea to exclude member-states 
from the United Netions or tts spe- 
cialized agencies. 

A joint communique, issued after 
a two-tay meeting of the five Nor- 
dic foreign ministers, sald any such 
attempt would harm the United Na- 
tons and weaken the confidence

countries. 

The communique did not mention 
any country in Its reference, but 
ministers admitted at a press con-

: “This concerns Is- 
rael, but other countries might end 
up in the same situation.” 

Knut Frydenlund, Norway's For- 
eign Minister, told the conference, 


“This clear statement could be re- 
garded as a preventive action. We 
wish to signal to other member- 
states that we take a serious view 
on this question of excluding mem- 
bers,” he said. 


The ministers stressed that all ᾿ 


countries be given the opportunity 
to participate fully in the works of 
the United Nations, said the com- 
munique. 

The foreign ministers had their 
meeting here to discuss 
matters to be brought up in the 
UN General Assembly next month. 

In Vienna yesterday Chancellor 
Bruno Kreisky warned against at- 
tempts to expel or suspend Israel 
from the UN and sald Austria held 
fast to the principle. of universality 
in the worlg body.

VICTORIA, FALLS, Rhodesia (AP}.

‘Divers reach Andrea Doria 
to recover treasure trove’ 


PROVIDENCE, Rhode Island (Reu- 
ter). — Divers have blasted their 
way into the sunken Italian luxury 
liner Andrea Doria, hoping to reco- 
ver a treasure trove that went 
down with it nearly 20 years ago, 
the “Providence Journal” said here 
yesterday. 

The hidden treasure — which in- 
cludes large amounts of cash, ori- 
ginal Rembrandt paintings, indus- 
trial diamonds, personal jewels, 
furs, and some 12,000 bottles of 
Italian wine and vermouth — is 
thought to be worth some $4m. 

Quoting sources close to the mis- 
sion, the “Providence Journal” said 
divers used dynamite to blast a 
hole in the side of the 29,000-ton 
Andrea Doria which sank in July 
1956.

THIS CITY is ἃ tourist must on 
any map and by any standards. 
It caters to almost any taste — 
’ from old Flemish masters to the 
’ Niebelungenring. Autumn is a 
season to visit Munich and 
also marks the beginning of an 
annual calendar of events. These 
start with the so-called 
““Oktoberfest"' launching a round 
_thousand fancy dress balls 
" (Faschings) lasting right 
_through the dreary winter 
months until the brewers step in 
with their so-called ‘‘strong 
beer" season —. also known 
‘Jocally as the “Spring Cure" — 
which is climaxed by a series of 
steins of the Maibocks, a par- 
ticularly heady brew supposed 
to be at its best when imbibed in 
the open under flowering chest- 
nut trees. 

At this stage, Bavarians start 
on spiritual nourishment, with 
musical, dance and other 
enltural events lasting straight 
through the summer until the 
next Oktoberfest comes round. 
(There are, we were told, some 
300 cultural.ensembles in 
Munich, ranging from yodellers 
to Wagner specialists). 

Foreigners. may sneer, but 
Munckeners do take their beer 
seriously. A tour of the city by a 
visiting would be con- 

sidered an affront if it ignored 


the city’s breweries. Visitors are | 


advised to look for draught beer 
in Munich, though it is in- 
creasingly difficult to find. 
Unlike Danish and Czech beer 
which takes well to the bottle, 
Munich beer does not. It is best 
when drunk straight from the 
barrel, when it is blessed with a 
fine full body and a solid head of 
foam that can raise the lid off the 
most ornately decorated stein. 


AFTER the Second -World War, 
Munich was little more than a 
rubble heap. Carefully rebuiit 


since then, it is a mode} of what 
‘tourist attraction. Reconstructed, 
repainted (whatever survived 
the war) it stands atop a super 
modern transit system with 
noiseless trains. It is somewhat 
confusing for the foreigner, and 
the traveller, both above and un- 
der ground, would do well to 
study maps or take a taxi in 
order to get around quickly. 

The city’s major joy and pride 
is its Olympic Stadium. Its 
history can be traced back 
directly to old Friedrich Bar- 
barossa who, in 1158, granted the 

(then) hamlet its first marketing 
and coinage rights. The 
Wittelbach dukes took over and 
successive generations of am- 
bitious and lusty rulers be- 
queathed the city all the trap- 
pings of a royal capital. 
Everything was laid out on a 
large scale. Atypical example is 
the Nymphenburg Palace, set in 
a gem of a 2,000 dunam park and 
including a gallery of European 
Beauties collected by merry old 
Ludwig the First. 

“fhe Pinakothek collection of 
old masters is equally (and 
justifiedly) world famous for its 
collection of Rubens canvasses 
as well as a unique assembly of 
old Flemish masters. 


APART FROM the natural rogg- 
ed beauty of the Bavarian Alps, 
the Bavarians have not con- 
tented themselves with relying 
only on the gifts of nature. 
Take the Alpine excursion 
areas ag a classic example. Not 
even scenic showpieces like the 
Koenigsee (or tens of other love- 
ly places in the area) have been 
left en nature. But man's hand 
has been a gentle hand. There 
are hiki paths, conveniently 
located hostels and lodges — ski- 
hiking trails (long-distant ski- 
hikes are now the_fashion all 
‘over Europe — the Scan- 
dinavians ‘‘invented"’ them — 
the Bavarians made them pop- 


motors; there is no rude 
spluttering, no madly careening 
water skiers or speed boats to 
split the heads of innocent 
swimmers — not to mention the 
pollution problems caused by oi] 
and fue] leaks. Why should we 
not introduce coastal trips on 
Lake Kinneret calling elsewhere 
than just at Ein Gev. 


A BAVARIAN HOLIDAY is not 
as expensive as most are today. 
To pick out a place, at random, 
Reit im Winkl bracing as 
anywhere. Hotels offer bed and 
breakfast anywhere from 21 to 
70 marks per night. Inns and 
lodges are available from 13 
marks up, breakfast included, 
and rooms to let are available 
for as little as nine marks per 
night. 

Making allowances for the 
higher rates in cities, Munich in- 
cluded, hotel rates at a good 
middle class hotel would 
probably be somewhere in the 
range of 50 marks per night, con- 
tinental breakfast_ included. It 
works out much cheaper for 
couples or double occupancy. 


It is next to impossible to run 
through the whole range of at- 
tractions and ‘‘discoveries’’ one 
is Hable to make. The Esterhazy 
Restaurant offers 14 varieties of 

a Tzardas ensemble and 
some real old-world style. 


Schwabing, a cross between 
Soho, Montmartre and 
Greenwich Village with its 
“dives,” bars, jazz joints and 
genuine artist colony is another 
“find.” 


Going to Bavaria requires, 
above all (for an Israeli) a 
willingness to look at Germany 
realistically, as it is today, 
though one hopes, as Prime 
Minister Rabin put it during his 
recent visit to that country, 
without forgetting the past.

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78 NON. ALIGNED NATIONS MEET IN PERU TOMORROW 


cold war between ‘haves’ an ase αὐίδ᾽

NEW YORK (AP). — In the at- 
mosphere of a developing cold 
war between “haves” and “have 
nots", delegates of 78 ‘‘non- 
aligned” nations are gathering 
in Lima, Peru, for a five-day 
conference opening tomorrow, 
that will underscore a signifi- 
cant shift in global politics. 

Foreign ministers represen- 
ting nearly half the world’s peo- 
ple will take up just about every 
major item of the poor world’s 
economic and politica] conflict 
with advanced nations. Many — 
perhaps most — leaders of the 
“third world” countries are in a 
mood to challenge the United 
States. the leading advanced na- 

on. 

Many non-aligned leaders 
seem eager to promote raw 
materials as ῖ chips in 
8. demand for a ‘‘new inter- 
national economic order” that, 
in their opinion, would give poor 
nations more of the wealth now 
centred in the industrialized 
world. 

The demand illustrates the 
gradual shift in global conflict 
that has been developing in re- 
cent times. For years after 
World War II, the major contest 
involved the Communist and 
non-Communist camps. Now the 
conflict is often expressed in 
terms of rich and poor, haves 
and have nots, advanced and 
backward. Meantime, the 
ideological tilt among the ma- 
jority of poor nations seems ever 
to the left. The potential advan- 
tages in this for the Communist 
world are not lost upon its chief- 
tains. 


THE CONFERENCE agenda 
touches on almost every con- 


troversial economic and 
political isaue of any importance 
where the third world considers 
its interests involved. 

Peru's leftist military govern: 
ment, the host, says the con- 
ference aim is "‘to overcome the 
present domination-dependence 
structure of the international 
community," which seems to 
mean an urge to be regarded as 
equals of the advanced nations. 

Many of the non-aligned are at 
present in internal troubles up to 
their government necks. 

Bangladesh has just had a 
coup of the sort that must shock 
the others in the bloc. India's" 
Foreign Minister delayed his 
departure for Lima because of 
that coup and his own nation’s 
current political difficulties. 
Nigeria's government has just 
been overthrown by the 
military. Much of Africa is in 
various stages of turmoil. In 
Latin America, Argentina is in 
constant uproar. In the Middle 
East, Arabs are feuding with 
Arabs. 

Nevertheless, the ministers 
will plunge into a formidable 
agenda that bristles with 
economic and political 
belligerence towards the United 
States and the advanced world. 


AMONG many other items, the 
agenda includes study of ways to 
harmonize strategy ‘‘in the 
political and economic fields ... 
confronting the threat of 
aggression,”” and a quest for a 


‘common front at the United 


Nations, where the General 
Assembly will hold its seventh 
Special Session in advance of the 
30th regular one. The Special 
Session will deal with the same 
sort of highly charged questions 
as were raised at the previous 


Special Assembly which had to 
do with raw materials, the de- 
mand for a new economic order 
and the rich-poor conflict. 

For poor world nations that 
have raw materials, the cartel 
idea looks enticing. They noted 
how the oil nations grew power- 
fully rich. If it could be done with 
oil, why not with bauxite, 
phosphate, copper, tin, 
chromium and so on? 

The ministers will be talking 
about “indexing” — the idea of 
Nnking prices of exported 
primary commodities with 
prices exporters must pay for 
imports of manufactured goods. 

The argument is that 
somehow the affluent societies 
— Americans in particular — 
are responsible for the 
backwardness of others and 
must pay up. No political leader 
blames his own nation for its 
‘woes. 


On the political side, the 
ministers intend to take up the 
Middle Bast, South Africa, the 
Indian Ocean as a ‘zone of 
peace," Indochina, Cyprus, Latin 
America and other problem 
areas. 

On the Middle Hast, U.S. 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger may have cooled the 
atmosphere somewhat with his 
warning that should the drive to 
expel Israel be carried through 
to its conclusion in the General 
Assembly, the United States 
would take ‘‘definite and clear 
action."’ He didn't spell it out, 
but it would likely mean reduced 
U.S. participation in the 
Assembly. 

‘The conference, a prelude to 
the fifth Non-Aligned Summit 
scheduled for Colombo (Sri 
Lanka) next year, will also 


ponder membership questions. 
Chile won't be at the Lima 
meeting and is likely to be ex- 
pelled. There are many other 
dictatorships among the non- 
aligned, but they tend lately to 
be of the left, or at any rate 
strongly ‘‘anti-imperialist,”” a 
term with an anti-US. ring. 

Kissinger calls the non- 
aligned ‘‘the most solid bloc in 
the world” and regards it as far 
from non-aligned. The organiza- 
tion has, in fact, some trouble 
defining itself. Basically, it pur- 
ports to be a group of nations 
determined to avoid alignment 
with any superpower-dominated 
bloc and to be united by hostility 
to what they regard as 
“colonialism and imperialism. 

The organization grew from 
the activites in the 1950s of 
President Tito οὗ Yugoslavia, 
the late Gamal Abdel] Nasser of 
Egypt and the late Jawaharlal 
Nehru of India. The first summit 
was held in Belgrade in 1961, the 
most recent in Algeria in 1973, 
just in advance of the Middle 
East war. 

Recent non-aligned meetings 
have been dominated by the 
Middle East and the Palestinian 


question, and the tone has been. 


as much anti-American as anti- 
Israel. A year ago, the coor- 
dinating bureau of 17 foreign 
ministers met in Algiers and 
proposed a resolution deman- 
ding the redistribution of the 
world's wealth, criticizing U.5. 
policies around the world, call- 
ing on members to break all ties 
with Israel and recommending a 
search for means to exclude 
Israel from the United Nations. 

Such activities have been edg- 
ing the poor nations steadily 
closer to confrontation with the 
rich ones. 


UK Conservatives pushing for electoral reform

LONDON (Ofns). — 
FOR THE FIRST TIME, electoral 
reform is being ardently canvassed 
inside the British Conservative Par- 
ty. More and more party members 
see it as the only barrier to a social 
revolution carried through by left- 
wing militants who are trying to im- 
pose their control on the Labour Par- 
ty. 


What many Tories object to is that 
the LabourParty — 
see it, largely controlled by left-wing 
trade union leaders — now runs the 
country, even though Labour only 
got 39 per cent of the vote at the last 
election. (As 27 per cent abstained, 
this means that less than 28 nha cent 
of the electorate supported the party.) 
Under Britain's present system of 
electing by simple majority votes, in 
the present Parliament, each 
Labour Member represents just un- 
der 36,000 votes, each Conservative 
nearly 38,000 and each Liberal near- 
ly 500,000. It could also be argued 
that only a minority of the Labour 
voters supported the left-wing fac-

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tion which plays a major role in 
deciding party policy. 

Under any system of proportional 
representation the Labour Party 
would ueed support from more 
moderate groups before it could 
form a government. 


Electoral reform is not a new issue 
in British party politics, though 
previously it has been traditionally 
supported only by the radicals, As 
Sir Dingle Foot, the former Labour 
Attorney-General, has recently - 
recalled, it was twice recommended 
by royal commissions, and almost 
became'a reality in 1917. In 1930 an 
Electoral Reform Bill was approved 


‘by the Commons, passed al] its 


stages in the Lords, but failed to 
receive Royal Assent, because of the 
economic crisis and the collapse of 
the Labour Government.

grain deals 


with the Soviet Union 


By MICHAEL CHESNEY 
moscow. — 
THERE HAS BEEN no public reac- 
tion here to the American decision to 
hold off on grain supplies to the 
Soviet Union for a while. Nor is there 
likely to be. This 18 tne fourth time in 
the past 12 years that the Soviet 
Union has been forced into making 
massive purchases on the world 
market and on not one of those oc- 
casions has the ordinary Soviet 

citizen been told the full facts. 

A group of American 

samen recently visited the 
Supreme Soviet, this country's 
nominal Parliament, and suggested 
that if America is to become a peren- 
nial Soviet breadbasket !t ought to be 
on a more formal basis than up to 
now. 

Some of the Congressmen urged 
the Soviets to give some kind of ad- 
vance warning when they planned 
major purchases in the U.S., not only 
to stabilize food prices In America 
but also to help farmers to plant 
crops more rationally. 

But it hardly seems Hkely that the 
Soviets would agree to such a 
scheme. It would deprive them of the 
element of surprise which enables 
them to sweep down on Western 
markets and buy when the price is 
right. And because of erratic 
weather and erratic produc- 
tion, Soviet planners have no way of 
accurately forecasting future re- 
quirements. 

The production target this year, 
for example, was 215 million metric 
tons of all grains. The latest 
American estimate suggests the 
Soviets will be lucky to harvest 180 
million tons — far short of the more 
than 250 million tons that 
Agriculture Minister Dmitri S. 
Poiyansky says the country ought to 
be producing. 

The erratic nature of Soviet grain 
buying abroad {s also explained by 
the shortage of storage facilities 
which contributes to loss through 
wastage and spoilage. The Soviet

once it has harvested its own 
supplies. Some of the foreign grain, 
particularly Australian, goes 
Straight to the Soviet Far East 
because it is cheaper than transpor- 
ting grain across Siberia. 

The Soviet Union has now bought 
an estimated 14 million tons of grain

But in other 
regions, an extraordinarily mild 
winter, followed by a temperate 
summer, resulted in the spring 
harvest following hot on the heels of 
the winter harvest, placing an undu- 
ly heavy strain on men and equip- 
ment. On top of this have been the 
usual instances of bad planning, with 
mouch machinery standing idle for 
lack of spares. 

Soviet collectivized agriculture is 
chronically inefficient. By Soviet 
statistics. farmworkers here 
produce only a fifth as much as their 
American counterparts. Some 
Western experts say they produce 
only a tenth ag much. 

But collect{vization is an article of 
faith and the present leadership has 
invested much into it in terms of 
cash and ideology. Planners hope the 
development of the non-black earth 
zone of northern Russia will’ensure 
an adequate increase in production. 
But that is the Soviet Union's last 
major reserve of land.

Cairo seeks $800m. 
development loans 


CAIRO (Reuter). — Egypt is seeking 
$800m. in loans from world financial 
institutions to help with payment dif- 
ficulties and to finance development 
plans, the Cairo newspaper “‘Al- 
Akhbar" reported recently. 

Egyptian officials will visit 
Washington next month for talks 
with the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) and the World Bank, the 
paper said. 

Egypt is hoping to obtain $400m. 
from the IMF to offset its balance of 
payments deficit, “Al-Akhbar”’ said. 
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Fish breeding research to help consumers 


FISH FARMERS and chicken 
breeders will benefit economically 
from scientific research carried out 
by researchers at the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem. And in the 
long run these benefits will be 
reflected in lower consumer prices 
for these foods. 

“Breed improvement through 
selective breeding of specific 
economic traits in fish,"’ says 
Associate Professor Rom Moav, 
“888 resulted in a 10 to 15 per cent in- 
crease in the market yield.” Prof. 
Moav has spent 15 years on pioneer- 
ing work in fish breeding. Today, the 
fruition of this work is a superior 
breeder carp utilized in Israeli 
fisheries. 

To accomplish selective breeding, 
geneticists at the Hebrew University 
Centre for Research and Training in 
Applied Genetics, located in the 
Talpiot Section of Jerusalem, 
together with scientists at the Fish 
and Aquaculture Research Station at 
Dor, have developed ‘a series of 
genetic markers to designate animal

breeders. These markers can serve 
as fingerprint identification of each 
animal. Once “fingerprinted,” this 
information may be used to maintain 
purity of selected breeds with 
superior qualities of fertility, egg 
size, body weight and growth rate. 

The technology of applied 
genetics, widely used in crops and 
livestock, has been specialized here 
for fish and poultry breeding. “The 
high standard of fish farming in 
Israel,"" says Prof. Moav, "1:89 
provided an excellent opportunity to 
apply scientific research to practical 
economic problems.” 

The Research Centre has already 
made important contributions to the 
fish breeding industry. Dr. Moav, for 
example, has developed superior 
strains of carp which, on crossing, 
produce high-yielding first genera- 
tion hybrids. This breeder carp, 
currently in use in Israel, has 
prompted interest from the U.S., 
Europe and Southeast Asia. 

Dr. Tom Brody, a geneticist and 


immunologist, and an immigrant 


from the U.S., is working together . 


with Profs. Moav and Moshe Soller 
to study the genetics of chickens for 
the purpose of developing small 
economically-fed maternal breeds 
which, on crossing with large pater- 
nal breeds, will produce large 
marketable broilers. ~ 

Working on a three-year grant 


trom the Israel Council for Research -.- 


and Development, Dr. Danny Cohen 
is investigating the feasibility of 
raising fresh-water shrimp in Israel 
for export markets around the world. 
The particular strain of shrimp un- 
der study thrives on brackish water 
such as that found between the Dead 
Sea and the Red Sea. Some of this 
water is too salty to use in irrigation, 
and Dr. Cohen's research holds 
promise for a new industry in the 
Arava area through the utilization of 
this waste. Studies are also under 
way to determine whether these 
same shrimp will grow successfully 
as a by-product in fish farms already 
existing in the north, thereby in- 
creasing their financial profits. 
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SHUTTLE THOUGHTS 


THE SHUTTLE shuttles on. Jerusalem, Cairo, Damascus; and 
back again, it is to be supposed. It is also, unfortunately, to 
be supposed that there is a deal of double-talk involved. Presi- 
dent Sadat certainly talks out of one side of his mouth to 
President Ford in Salzburg, wholly in tune with a pretty city 
of gay music and whipped cream in your coffee; and out of a 
different one to President Assad of Syria whom, according to 
the general terms of the agreement, he will be obligated not 
to support militarily if Assad attacks us and a war develops. 

Who will rule who attacked whom in such ah eventuality? 
The UN Observers? With an easy Soviet-Arah majority in the 
UN that sent them and pays their salaries? Then who? Assad? 
Or Sadat? Shall we be asked for our opinion? 

This is one of the built-in risks of the current negotiations. 
Even the ever-optimistic U.S. Secretary of State, Dr. Kissinger, 
is glum on Syria. He expects to do little more than ask them 
to “accept” the agreement between Israel and Egypt. 

These are the conditions of our life at present and need not 
surprise us. It is more disturbing that there is lack of clarity, 
though perhaps not double-talk, in Washington as well. The 
200 American technician observers at the radar early warning _ 
stations in the Sinai passes were the best bargain we could 
wring out of Washington. The Egyptians in March rejected a 
proposal for double stations, Egyptian and Israeli, though such 
lightly-manned positions should have been acceptable to anyone 
genuinely seeking peace. Hach side being provided with fair 
warning of movements on the other side should be a useful 
peace-keeping device. 

There is notably less enthusiasm here for stations operated 
by American personnel, for we are already far too dependent 
on the U.S., but it is obviously better than nothing. Indeed, 
Prime Minister Rabin has said this part of the American pro- 
posals is an essential element of the agreement. But there have 
already been indications that there will be at least some oppo- . 
sition in the U-S. Congress to the placing of American per- 
sonnel in an exposed position in the heart of a war zone. The 
whole Vietnam debacle began with a few technicians sent to 
South Vietnam. Nor is Congress apparently anxious to give 
us quite such sweeping security guarantees against attack by 
an outside power as have been rumoured in the world press. 

The requests of both President Ford and Dr. Kissinger have 
been repeatedly refused, cut down or delayed by Congress in 
the past year. Dr. Kissinger was unable to have the arms sup- 
ply situation with Turkey restored as he wished, President 
Ford could not get the funds for Cambodia and South Vietnam 
for which he asked. The U.S. Congress has recessed and will 
not be in session again for several weeks. It is difficult to see 
how the agreement can be concluded with due shuttle-speed. 

Nevertheless its terms are favourable with the U-S., if less 
favourable with Egypt. There is to be a period of six months 
in which to discuss with Egypt the precise terms on the 
ground, and it is on this aspect that we should concentrate. It 
is Egypt that is the problem, not America. Dr. Kissinger at 
worst threatens only reassessment, not war. -

WILL ISRAEL remain a full 
member of the United Nations, 
or will its membership be 
restricted? Or will the Arab 
attempt to have her suspended 


or even expelled from the world 


body carry the day at the 
forthcoming General Assembly? 

Since the decision to 
expel or suspend a member state 
can he taken by the General 
Assembly only upon the 
recommendation of the Security 
Council it seems unlikely that 
the Arabs will be able to achieve 
their aim. Western members of 
the Council have already 
anounced that they will use their 
right of veto to oppose any steps 
likely to harm Israel's status. 

But within the- General 
Assembly the situation is 
different. There the Soviet Union 

and the Arab bloc exercise a 
significant influence over the 
new African and Asian states 
which lack a democratic 
tradition. and have Uttle ex- 
perience of international 
diplomacy. They could prevent 
Israel from participating in the 
General Assembly sessions, as 
was the case with South Africa 
last year. The majority of the 
General Assembly then voted to 
reject the credentiais of the 
South African delegation on the 
grounds that the Pretoria 
government did not represent 
the majority of the people of 
South Africa. 

* Let us for a moment ᾷ 
the domestic policies of the 
South African government and 
exaroine what the situation 
would be if the right of a country 
to participate in the work of the 
UN was from the point of 
view of whether it lawfully 
represented its population. If 
this were the general criterion, 
the credentials of the 
delegations of member- 
states would have to he rejected 
out of hand. Indeed, can any 
government not elected by a free 
democratic vote be said truly to 
represent its population? This 
apples in particular to states 
where governments have taken
